Beckenbauer falks of how 
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the U.S. changed his life

last look at Franz Beckenbauer, 
the man who ranks alongside Pele,

But what's the betting that he'll be 
back on the world stage in a slightly 
different role 


Persistent reports have been coming out 
of Germany about the possibility of Beck- 
enbauer being appointed national coach to 
replace Jupp Derwall whase tactics did not 
endear him to the public during the World 
Cup. 

Beckenbauer confided to a few people in high 
places during his visit to Melbourne that ‘‘there is 
a chance’’ he may get the job. If it were left toa 
public vote, he’d obviously win in a landslide. And 
if he doesn’t get the job now, he’ll certainly get it 
some timeinthefuture. - 

We spoke to Beckenbauer shortly after his arri- 
val with the Cosmos from Los Angeles. He was 
tired and unshaven but looked trim and super-fit 
and despite the jet-lag, was obliging and frank. 

Earlier this year — after having returned to 
Germany to help Hamburg SV win the 
championship — Beckenbauer decided to cal) it 
quits. For the first time in his long career, he had 
been plagued by injuries. ‘‘That was it. I decided 
to get out while I was still fit and enjoying the 
game,”’ he says. ‘‘It’s always better to stop while 
they still want you to play on.” 

So why this sudden comeback for the Cosmos’ 
tour of Australia, South Korea and Japan? 

“Cosmos asked me to tour with them when I 
was in the U.S, recently playing in a UNICEF 
benefit game. Maybe I'll play other charity 
games, but I’ve finished with serious soccer. I 
now have the time to enjoy myself — — play tennis 
and golf and go skiing in the winter.’ 

He didn’t know much about the Cosmos team 
except that it had just won its fifth U.S. 
championship and that its top scorer, Georgio 
Chinaglia, was still “‘scoring like a machine gun. 

Beckenbauer, former captain of West 
Germany, twice European Footballer of the Year 
and five times German Player of the Year, is re- 


earnings. Being based in New York allowed him to dis- 


His earlier contract with the Cosmos is said to 
have been worth $4 million and at Hamburg he 
was earning $550,060 a year. 

A former team-mate described playing along- 
side Beckenbauer thus: ‘‘Franz has the best basic 
skills that I have ever seen in a soccer player. It’s 
Guanes to watch Aig He ‘eb the algae 

so very, very well that it’s tening. He 
makes it look so easy. And I know that the simple 
thing is the hardest to do on a soccer field’. 

His rise, however, was not without its pressur- 
es. The almost inevitable crisis that afflicts the 
famous hit Beckenbauer in 1977. 

His team, Bayern Munich, was on the decline 
and some sections of the German Press were out 
for his blood. 

“When one thing starts to go wrong, eve’ g 
goes bad,’ he says. “I had form problems, family 
problems and tax problems’”’. 

The tabloid Press published a series of sensatio- 
nal allegations about the private life of Becken- 
bauer and his wife: there were rumours of an ille- 
gitimate child. 

In the midst of the traumas, an escape route 
materialised in the form of an offer from the 
Cosmos who were looking for someone to replace 
the ageing Pele as the focus to promote American 
soccer. 

He grabbed the opportunity and the money and 
the chance for a fresh challenge. “In Germany 
there was nothing left for me to aim at. I had won 
everything that was possible to win,’’ he says. 

It was a decision that was to change his life. In 
America, Beckenbauer was relatively unknown. 
At last he was able to walk down the street unrec- 
ognised, freed from the fishbowl! existence he had 
lived for so long in Germany. 

In America, he says he was able to grow up and 
wake up. 

“] began to relax. The Americans have a differ- 
ent mentality to the Germans, In Germany it’s all 
work, work, work; build, bulld, build; create, 
create, create. This also creates a lot of roblems. 
In America, they also like to enjoy life and the 
people are more friendly and helpful’’. 

He also welcomed a more friendly U.S. Press. 
“In Germany, the Press is over here, the players 


cover Broadway, the ballet and the Metropolitan 
Opera. 

Me is a close friend of the tenor Placido Domi- 
ngo, a confessed soccer addict. They are a mutual 
admiration society. After a concert, it is not un- 
common for the two stars to go off and spend 
hours talking about soccer. 

Soccer has made him a rich man. He is reported 
to be a millionaire. 

To maintain a sense of perspective, Becken- 
bauer, the son of a small town postman, likes to 
remember the day he got his first pair of soccer 
boots. He was 13 years old. 

As a youngster, he played barefoot because the 
family could not afford to buy him boots. One year 
he asked the local cobbler to cut down an old pair 
of ski boots and attach studs to them. 

The very next year, the sponsors of his junior 
team presented him with a pair‘of Adidas boots. 
“It was the most fantastic day of my life,"’ he re- 
calls. ‘‘That night I slept with them under my pil- 
low." These days he is virtually a one-man 
soccer industry, and one of the Adidas company’s 
most valuable assets with a healthy contract to 
sponsor Adidas products. 

He said the Cosmos were trying to attract anew 
soccer giant to fill the void left by Beckenbauer 
and Pele. 

Zico of Brazil or Falcao, a Brazilian based in 
Italy, are two of the targets of the Warner Com- 
munications Moguls who own the Cosmos franchi- 
se 

And they'll spare no expense to get a man 
capable of injecting new life into U.S. soccer. 

In 1976 they lured Pele out of a seven-months 
retirement with $7.2 million, a private plane anda 
yacht. 

Asked to pinpoint the secret of his own success, 
Beckenbauer says: 

“If you want to succeed in sport, you need 
talent and practice, practice, practice. The talent 
is the mum, the practice is the maximum. I 
never realised how hard I worked because soccer 
was my life, aoe from my family. 

“I could be feeling tired and then someone 
would give me a ball and suddenly I wasn’t tired 
any more,” 
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ve got a feeling for winning.

get Pele’s 
magic touch

The name on the business Is Edson 
Arantes Do Nascimento, and it’s 
opening doors for Warner Commun- 
ications all over the world. 


Edson — known as Pele to his miilions of fans, 
though he prefers his given name in private conver- 
sation — appears to have transferred his remark- 
able charisma from the soccer field te the business 
arena. as a worldwide promoter of Atari inc., Warn- 
er’s computer and video games subsidiary. 


He has become a bigger draw for Warner than he 
was during his playing days, when the company lured 
him from Brazil for about $4 million to compete for 
the New York Cosmos. 

According to Warner assistant vice-president Jonas 
Halperin, Pele’s six-nation 1981 European tour for the 
$3.2 billion company, cost $50,000 to $80,000. But it 
brought Warner almost immediate sales of $30 million 
in its electronics games business. Dinner with 
Pele, for instance, convinced one major European re- 
tailer, who had declined Warner’s earlier advances, to 
stock Atari products. 

In London the police were called in to control a 
crowd of 5,000 people in a department store promotio- 
nal event, and in Spain Pele’s television commercials 
for Warner are a major part of a company blitz. 

Pele’s continuing appeal was reflected by his re- 
cently being named Sportsman of the Century by 
*L’Equippe’ magazine of Paris, which based its award 
on a poll of 20 newspapers around the world 

“People seem almost automatically drawn to 
him," said an aide. 

“Sometimes on his travels you'd think it was the 
Beatles in the 1960s."" 

Pele’s success for Warner is a unique story in the 
history of sports business promotion. It is also the 
story of a sports hero's efforts to overcome the diffi- 
culties most superstars encounter adjusting to the end 
of their athletic careers. 

“My father was a soccer player who got hurt,"’ said 
Pele recently in his Rockefeller Centre office. “‘He 
lost everything, so at 14, I started to think of my 
future." 

He talks sadly of the tales of renowned athletes like 
Muhammed Ali and their struggles to accept the loss 
of the abilities and the end of their careers. “I feel sad 
for him,” Pele said of Ali, suggesting that Pele hopes 
that he left soccer before his skills completely passed 
with age. ‘“‘He should have stopped four years before 
his last flight.” 

Pele, still trim and nimble at 41, already is a very 
wealthy man. He is said, despite some bad in- 
vestments in Brazil, to be worth at least $10 million. 

“I have everything. I could stop working now. Life 
is not only material things. My first and only real goal 
su provide for my children,”’ said Pele, who is divor- 
c 


His relationship with Warner also demonstrates the 
value of a sports superstar to a corporation owning a 
football club. For an initial purchase price of $25,000 
in 1972 and the acquisition of Pele three years later, 
Warner has managed to use the team to promote its 
corporate image overseas. 

“As Pele and the team began to travel, the com- 
pany has become more and more familiar in circles in 
which we are interested,”” Halperin said. “‘But the in- 
tegration of the Cosmos into our overall plans began 
with Pele coming to this country." 

Pele brought his soccer magic to the team, leading 
it to North American soccer league titles, large 
crowds wherever it played, and a certain amount of 
fame in its own right. 

But his three seasons with the Cosmos were also 
expected to lift the game into the mainstream of the 
nation’s professional spectator sports. NASL commis- 
sioner Phil Woosnam told reports in 1975 that Pele’s 
signing ‘‘Will greatly accelerate our move toward 
credibility’’. Although interest in the sport has in- 
creased on school playgrounds, the league is in no 
better shape today than it was seven years ago. 

But Pele’s fame continues to be a magnet, partic-

ularly abroad, for Warner, with which he recently 
signed a five-year extension of the original five-year 
contract he signed with the firm when he ended three 
years on the field with the Cosmos. He now receives a 
six-figure salary, company spokesmen say. 

“If we could list him on our annual report as an 
asset, it would be meaningful and significant,’’ Halpe- 
rin said. “‘He has truly been important in identifying 
our company and its products wherever he has gone.”’ 

At times, Pele’s magic and his ability to draw large 
crowds, especially children, frightens the former ath- 
lete. 

“Pele can’t make mistakes. Edson is a real person. 
That’s the difference between Pele and Edson,” he 
said in his improving but still broken English. 

He often uses the third person when talking about 
his soccer days, reminiscing distantly about a child 
who doctors said would die but lived an extra day to 
meet Pele, his hero. 

“*He tends to separate what is Pele and what is Ed- 
son,”’ said Suzanne Leggett, his assistant. “It’s not 
that he doesn’t want to be Pele anymore. It is part of 
him and he would miss it. But he wants to live the life 
of a normal person.”’ 

While discussing his dual identity, however, he 
recalls how fighting between Nigeria and Biafra more 
than a decade ago was brought to a halt when Pele’s 
Brazilian team arrived so the two sides could see Pele 
play. “‘Sometimes I just don’t understand it,” he 
admits as he talks of the public recognition he receiv- 


6s. 

In his new world of business, Pele spends six 
months in the United States and six months in Brazil, 
splitting his New York time between a midtown Man- 
hattan apartment and a Long Island beach house. 

His business card is a small, flat, two-sided soccer 
ball, with one side identifying him with a 12-employee 
company that manages his interests in Brazil, while 
the other calls him a Warner Communications Inter- 
national Consultant and Adviser. 

Pele is still learning the world of the commun- 
ications, electronics and consumer-products com- 
pany, though he said he would love someday to bring 
cable television — an industry in which Warner's ven- 
ture with American Express Co, has become the 
sixth-largest cable operator in the United States — to 
his native country. 

He juggles a busy Warner schedule with his other 
business interests, such as a Santos radio station and 
Cafe Pele, a coffee marketed there by a Brazilia com- 
pany that he dreams of bringing to New York. (He 
admits that he lost a lot of his money in a disastrously 
run tyre company back home). 

His name also is tied to a line of athletic shoes and 
bags for Puma, he recently appeared in his first film, 
and he is doing World Cup television commentary. 

But Warner, he said, is his principal work in the 
United States, and it is his feeling for people that 
seems to make the Warner projects work, particular- 
ly these like the video games that appeal to children, 

“T don’t feel like a businessman”, he said sheepish- 
ly, ‘My feeling is not for that. I have people who help 
me. I work too much with my heart."

Second-half goals by John Wark 
and Paul Sturrock carried Scotland to 
an emphatic 2-0 victory over East 
Germany in the European 
Championship Group One match in 
Glasgow.

In Dublin, Frank Stapleton put his disappointing 
club from behind him toscore a vital goal for Ireland 
in their 2-0 European Championship Group Seven 
qualifying tie victory over Iceland. 

The Mancoester United striker, with only two goals 
to his credit in his last 31 appearances for United, 
broke the deadlock in the 35th minute. 

Liverpool's Ronnie Whelan, playing in only his 
second full international, set up the chance with a 
superb defence-splitting through ball and Stapleton 
made no mistake. 

Iceland rarely threatened up front but proved unex- 





pectedly resilient in some of its World Cup qualifying 
ties last year and the irish must have been relieved 
when skipper Tony Grealish gave them breathing 
space with a second in the 73rd minute. 

He ran on to a long ball from Mike Robinson and 
toe-poked the ball past goalkeeper Bjarnson, who only 
seconds earlier had made a brilliant save to Deny 
Whelan. 

The win took Ireland into second place in the group 
table, a point behind the Netherlands who beat them 
2-1 in a championship tie last month. Iceland has col-

The Greek government, according to the ‘Sun’ 
newspaper, has decided England’s infamous soccer 
fans will not get away with trouble-making, 

A Greek government official said: ‘In other Eu- 
iene countries, British hooligans have got off quite 
lightly. 

“It won't be the case here (Athens).”’ 

Under Greek law any form of ‘insolent behaviour”’ 
carries a jail sentence of three months with no possi- 
bility of appeal. 

The Greek warning follows trouble at England’s 
last game on the continent when Danish police grap- 
pled with the English supporters. 
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Olympiakos, now coached by 
former Greek national coach Alketas 
Panagoulias, have picked up 32-year- 
old Czechoslovakian star half-back 
Marian Masny for an unannounced 
sum. The league champions also pur- 
chased Nikos Argiroulis, a 12-year 
veteran at Larisa for 3.2 million 
drachmas and Greek International 
full-back from PAOK, Giannis Gouna- 
ris. 


Panathinaikos continue to play ducks and drakes 
with their players and their rich owners, the Vardi- 
noyannis brothers, continue to spend, spend, spend. 


Since the oil and shipping tycoons took over the 
team in 1979, Panathianaikos have purchased more 
than 40 players (12 foreigners) and has been through 
six managers. Only half the players purchased are 
now with the team. 


The club has spent some 500 million drachma on 
personnel. Yet all that money and all that talent did 
not bring positive results until last season when Pan- 
athinaikos won the cup. 


So far this summer, Panathinaikos have spent 100 
million drachmas on Tsheu La Ling from Ajax of Hol- 
land, Greek international backs Giannis Dontas and 
Ekias Berios form Apollon, two stars from Kastoria, 
goalkeeper Antonis Minou and half-back Argiris Pa- 
pasvasiliou, and four top-noth amateur players. 


“I came to Panathinaikos thanks to Stefan Ko- 
vacs,”’ said La Ling, who was purchasee for 23 million 
drachmas. I respect him as a person and a manager. 
My new team will have no regrets they chose me. I 
wil] do well regardless of what position I play in.’’ 


PAOK, who met France's Sochaux in the UEFA 
Cup, have purchased 29-year-old sweeper Holger, 
Trimhbolt from Eintracht Brunswick and 21-year-old 
Rhodes star Giorgos Scartados. 


Other interesting signings: Aris picked up Hun- 
garian international goalie Sandor Gontar; Doxa got 
28-year-old Bulgarian star half-back Lenski Barzov; 
OF! signed Rumanian forward Ntoro Nikolae and 
Peruvian Juan Ore while Macedonikos bought Ruma- 
nian half-back Sougarini. 


Macedonikos are in the first division for the first 
time ever and hope to improve on their attendance 
figures of last season. In 19 home matches, only 32,577 
tickets were sold, with only 9,930 in the second-half of 
the season. The biggest ‘draw’ was 3,731 for Anagen- 
nisi Epanomis. 


In general, attendances in the First Division last 
Season were 5.4 per cent lower than the previous cam- 
paign. In fact, only six of the 18 clubs finished the 
season in profit. In aJ] 2,502,338 fans attended the 306 
matches (avg. 8,177). The previous season’s total was 
SESE E14) while the 1979-1980 figure was 2,898,- 
331 (9,471). 


Panathinaikos fans had something to cheer about 
when two goals by Grigoris Haralambidis, lat year’s 
league leading scorer lifted Panathinaikos to a 2-1 
decision over Aris.

High on the priority list of any 
soccer player or supporter on holiday 
in Hong Kong is a visit to the Hong 
Kong Soccer Club. 


The amateur club in Sports Road, Happy Valley, 
has an incredible amount of facilities to offer its hun- 
dreds of members and visitors from Australia are 
welcome to call in and enjoy a glass of hospitality and 
a first-class meal. 


The club will be 100 years-old in four years. 


It is located next to the Happy Valley racecourse 
and a well-established cricket club. 


Facilities at present include soccer, hockey and 
rugby, lawn bowls and squash. 


This year, $4 million (Hong Kong) is to be spent on 
renovations. 


Two grandstands will be pulled down, the pitch 
moved 30 yards and a new clubroom area will be built, 
along with indoor tennis courts and an area for indoor 
five-a-side competition. 


Not bad going for an amateur club. 


Coach during 1980-81, Norman Voss, is a former 
Box Hill, Victoria, player.

Berti Vogts, who is in charge of the ‘Under-21 
team’, seems the natural successor as Derwall’s right 
hand man, but the DFB will wait a while before 
making a final decision. 

Fears that the national team’s World Cup yo-yo and 
other controversies would affect the gates in the Bun- 
desliga, proved unfounded.

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e Happy Valley racecourse are used by a 
number of clubs. Space is at a premium on Hong Kong island. 
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The nine matches drew aggregate crowds of 270,000

average was only 21,000 on the first day. 
The main reason is probably the return to the upper 
sphere of such popular clubs like Schalke and Hertha, 
Schalke in fact drew against Borussia Monchenglad- 
bach 69,000 fans — best of the day (receipts $400,000). 
Hertha’s gate against Borussia Dortmund was nearly 
40,000 in Berlin’s Olympic stadium and that on a 
Tuesday night. 
Borussia Dortmund sold their Czech-born mid- 
fielder Votava to Atictico Madrid for $800,000. Votava 
whose parents defected from Czechoslovakia and who 
now has a German passport has in fact played five full 
internationals for his adopted country. He recently 
became unsettled and welcomed the move to Spain. 
Championship favourites are Bayern Munich who 
Strengthened their team with several acquisitions.

Italy’s Dino Zoff and Poland’s Grzegorz Lato both 
topped three figures during the finals and a glance at 
the up-to-date list of centenarians reveals a heavy 
weighing in favour of stars of recent years. 

The reason is obvious. The World Cup and European 
championship arrangements now provide for a much 
more busy international programme than in past 
eras. 

Not all figures claimed are worth including. Peru’s 
Hector Chumpitaz has been listed at more than 140 
internationals between 1969 and 1981. However the 
figure of 127 appears the more likely. 

Similarly the Brazilian figures of 100 caps for Gil- 
mar, Djalma Santos and Jairzinho are questionable, 
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Jairzinho was supposed to have made his 100th ap- 
pearance for Brazil against Czechoslovakia early this 
year — but that was far from being his 100th full inter- 
national. 
Pele is often listed with 111 internationals to his 
name. In fact, though he appeared in the Brazil jersey 
that many times, 17 matches were against club or 
State sides. Pele’s full international figure is thus 96, 
This, then, is the list as it stands now (questionable 
figures marked thus):

As a youngster Culina was hailed 
by some as a future Australian inter- 
national, a prediction which so far 
has fallen far short of the mark but 
at 25, Culina believes he still has a lot 
to offer.

> “Croatia won 4-1 but I was partic- 
ularly impressed by a Croatia player 
called Billy Vojtek. Of all the players 
out there that day I picked Billy as

In fact, if he 
played poorly or wasn’t picked for 
Australia I used to cry.” 


Culina’s playing career started 
with Melbourne Croatia’s under-10 
team. He was a centre forward and 

%e along with another former Mel- 
bourne Croatia junior, Eddie Krnce- 
vic, Culina held a junior goalscoring 
record at the club of 45 goals in a sea- 
son. However, current Croatia first- 
team regular, Steve Gojevic, blitzed 
that record about eight years later, 
scoring over 100 goals in a season. 


Croatia was expelled from the 
VSF in 1972. Culina recalls the day he 
heard of the expulsion. 

“]T was at school, playing table ten- 
nis. It was a Tuesday afternoon and I 
listened to the radio when the news 
broke that we had been kicked out of 
the VSF. I was shattered, even as a 
youngster, although obviously I 
couldn’t comprehend the full im- 
plications. 

“We went to training. Nobody 
knew what to do. Duze Zemunik was 
my junior coach. People just walked 
about saying that Croatia doesn’t 
exist anymore in soccer. Everyone 
was upset.”’ 

Culina joined Juventus under-l6s 
in 1973 and finished the season as 
leading scorer with 16 goals. At Ju- 
ventus he was one of a crop of prom- 
ising juniors who included Bruno 
Sabidussi, Serge Sabadini and Carlo 
Baravelli. 

That same year Culina also tasted 
senior soccer. He played four re- 
serve games for Juventus. 

“T'll always remember my first 
reserve team game. It was against 
George Cross and Joe Wilson had 
just come out from England. He was 
a bit tired from the flight so he 
played in the reserves and I was 
pitted against him. I was only 15 and 
it was great honor for me to play 
against a player of his calibre.” 

The Culina family moved from 
Carlton to St Albans in late 1973 
which led to Culina’s first stint with 
the local club.

“Sandy Henderson was coaching 
St Albans and 1 went to the ground 
just to train and prepare myself for 
the coming season. Sandy liked what 
he saw so he asked me to join. He 
told me that he’d give me a go in the 
first team so I agreed. 

“] ended up as Player of the Year 
at St Albans and finished fifth in the 
voting for the best player in First 
Division. Altona City defender Ian 
Hynds won the best First Division 
player award.” 

That same year also was one of the 
highlights of Culina’s representative 
career. 

He played in the Victorian under- 
18 side coached by Bobby McLach- 


an. 

‘That probably was one of the best 
Victorian junior sides I've seen. 
Andy Bozikas and Mendo Ristovski 
also were in the team. I only was 16 
at the time but I’ll never forget the 
national titles that year. South Aust- 
ralia was particularly strong with

its team. We finished third by beat- 
ing Queensland 3-2.1 scored twice 
and Andy Bozikas scored our third 
goal.”’ 

Culina stood out of soccer for the 
first three months of the 1975 season. 
He had received offers from Juven- 
tus, Essendon Lions, Sunshine, 
Albion Rovers, Footscray J U.S.T. 
and Preston Makedonia and under- 
standably was undecided about his 
future. 

“St Albans offered me $400 to sign 
on which was good money for a 
Metro club in those days. Ian Peth-

erick, Sunshine’s coach, had invited 
me to train there and he must have 
liked what he saw because Sunshine 
and St Albans had agreed to terms. 
That was when Tony Vrzina stepped 
in. He said to me that I should join a 
Croatian club. I was Croatian so Vd 
be happy being around other 
Croatians. I was very impressed by 
Tony. 


“st Albans was prepared to sell 
me to Sunshine for $800 but I said 
that I wanted to join Essendon Lions. 
Croatians had just got involved with 
Lions and for all intents and purposes 
it was a Croatian club. 


«But when Vrzina approached St 
Albans my transfer price jumped to 
$2,000. However St Albans made the 
mistake of not lodging my contract 
with the VSF at the start of the sea- 
son. In fact there was no record of 
me signing a contract with St Albans 
so the federation ruled that I was a 
free player and I joined Lions. 


“Being young and Croatian I 
quickly became an idol of the fans. I 
finished second in the First Division 
best and fairest player award in 1975. 
The winner was former Slavia and 
Victoria player David High who was 
playing for Frankston City then. 


“That same year I played for the 
Metropolitan XI with Duncan 
Cummings, Billy Mcintyre, Alan 
Lenders, Tony Hamill and Bruce 
Roberts. Once again Bobby McLach- 
lan was my coach.” 


The following year, 1976, Croatia 
finished third in First Division but 
with the formation of the PSL the top 
four First Division sides were 
brought into State League. Green 
Gully Ajax, Frankston City, Croatia 
and Altona City were promoted. 

The seeds of Culina’s unrest at 
Croatia were sown the same year. 

“At the end of the 1976 season I 
was offered a trial with Dutch club 
Sparta Rotterdam. One of the Sparts 
officials was on holiday here and he 
came to watch a game between 
Croatia and Waverley City. I was in 
form that afternoon and the Sparta 
official offered me a three-month 
trial with air fares and accom- 
modation thrown in. I was under 21 
so I needed my mother’s signature 
on my passport. When Croatia found 
out a few people there were against 
the move. They spoke to my mother 
and in the end she refused to sign the 
papers for my passport. I felt miser- 
able. I spoke my mind and got into 
strife with some officials at Croatia. 

“J still was upset when the 1978 
season started even’ though I had 
been selected, in January, to the Vic- 
torian State squad for games against 
Derby County and Dundee United 
later that year. 

“In fact, two weeks after I was 
picked in the State squad, Croatia 
played Makedonia in the final of the 
Ampol. Cup. I‘was playing midfield 
against Billy McClymont. We both 
were in the State squad so this game 
was important for us to prove who 
was the better player. Makedonia 
hammered us from the start as was 
their style in those days. They at- 
tacked relentlessly and were 2-0 up 
after only 20 minutes. Near the end 
of the first half I scored to make it 
2-1. We were getting on top of Make- 
donia in the second half when our 
player-coach, John Gardiner, de- 
cided to take me and Tommy 
Cumming off in the 60th minute. 
Kenny Murphy equalised about 10 
minutes from the end and we even- 
tually won 5-4 on penalties after 
extra time. 


“after that match a lot of celebra- 
tions were going on in the dressing 
room. Kyle Patterson (former ‘Soc- 
cer Action’ assistant editor) came up 
and asked me a few questions. I 
should have kept my mouth shut but I 
didn’t realise that what I was saying 
would appear in print. Anyway, the 
committee didn’t like what they read 
in ‘Soccer Action’ so the following 
week, when the league season start- 
ed, I was on the bench. I was good 
enough to make the Victorian squad 
but couldn’t get a game for Croatia! 


“J never had any big arguments 
with John Gardiner but we just 
couldn’t get on well to ether. It was 
particularly disappointing for me. 


“We played against South Austral- 
ian club Beograd in the Philips Cup 
in 1978 and we thrashed them 5-0.1 
scored the first three goals in what is 
one of the most memorable games of 
my career. When we got back to Mel- 
pourne the following day, a Sunday, 
we were playing a State League 
a against Hakoah at Middle 

ark. I thought that surely, after my

hat-trick, I would be in the starting 
line-up and I was. But I was taken off 
at half time. 


“J just couldn’t get a regular game 
and I got fed up. At the end of the 
season I asked for a transfer. The 
committee sweet-talked me into 
staying so I fronted up again for the 
1979 season. 


“] started off well in 1979 by 
having a good Ampol Cup series. 
Then 1 scored a hat-trick in a State 
League game at Olympic Park No. 2 
put I wasn’t even selected the follow- 
ing week. It was starting all over 
again but I decided to stick it out. I 
wanted to go but the committee 
wanted me to stay. We negotiated a 
new contract with a maximum trans- 
fer fee clause of $9,000. 

“Once again I started off well in 
1980 with a great Ampol Cup series. 
We beat Hellas 1-0 in a semi-final, 
then beat Heidelberg 2-1 in the final. 
That Ampol Cup success was due to 
the brilliant tactics employed by 
John Gardiner. Look, some people 
make out that Gardiner and I hate 
each other but that’s not the case. 
Sure, I’m bitter about a few things 
that happened in the past but John 


Gardiner is a bloody good coach, 
make no mistake about that. 

“Anyway, the week after our 
Ampol Cup win we played our first 
State League game of the season at 
Schintler Reserve against Western 
Suburbs. I was having a great game 
as a twin striker alongside Carl Gil- 
der. I was really motivated to play 
well, 

“You see, I felt that because I 
wasn’t British I had to do extra well 
to get a game. That may sound a bit 
strange. You would expect a 
Croatian to have an advantage in 
team selection at a Croatian club but 
that wasn’t the case in those days. 
Actually I think that a small section 
of people at the club made me out to 
be some sort of villain even though I 
was a big favorite with the majority 
of our supporters. Remember too 
that during my time at Melbourne 
Croatia I watched Eddie Krneevic 
and Yakka Banovic go on te bigger 
and better things while I was too 
often relegated to sitting on the 
bench. 

‘“‘Anyway, back to this game 
against Suburbs. I thought that Thad 
played really well but the following 
week, as I walked into the Olympic 
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League Player of the Year.

Park dressing rooms to prepare for a 
game, Gardiner told me that ] wasn’t 
playing. I said that I had had enough 
of this treatment and that I wanted a 
transfer. Manny Poulakakis at Ju- 
ventus and Dom Kapetanovic at 
Sydney Croatia both wanted to sign 
me. I met with Melbourne Croatia's 
committee and was offered a new 
contract with a $4,000 signing on fee, 
just to sit on the bench and keep the 
supporters happy. I told the com- 
mittee that I wanted to play soccer 
first and foremost. The money 
wasn’t the most important thing.”’ 


Kapetanovic, who had been coach- 
ing Sydney Croatia only for a month, 
and the Sydney Croatia president, 
flew to Melbourne and spoke to 
Culina and Melbourne Croatia offi- 
cials. It was agreed that Culina 
would be loaned to Sydney Croatia 
for $3,000 for the remainder of the 
1980 season. Should Sydney Croatia 
want to keep Culina for the following 
season it would have to pay Mel- 
bourne Croatia $5,000 and Culina 
would become a Sydney Croatia play- 
er. 


Culina received $5,000 to sign on 
with Sydney Croatia and was a hit 
immediately with the Sydney club’s 
fans. He scored in his first game, a 
2-1 victory over Manly, and scored 
six goals in his first five games. 
Sydney Croatia’s attendances rose 
noticably. They had hovered around 
the 1500 mark but once the team 
started winning they, suddenly 
jumped to near 6,000. 


“When the season ended I was 
yery happy. Kapetanovic taught me 
so much! In fact I’d say that he im- 
proved my game by at least 35 per- 
cent.” 


Culina finished the season as equal 
leading scorer at Sydney Croatia 
alongside present APIA midfielder 
Zdenko Kafka. 

He was set to sign for Sydney 

Croatia for the 1981 season when in 
stepped then Blacktown City coach 
Rale Rasic. Culina takes up the 
story: 
“¥ had a brilliant game for Sydney 
Croatia against the NSW side which 
was warming up for its match 
against Dinamo Zagreb. This was the 
first time that I had caught Rasic’s 
eye. He was coaching NSW then. 
Raul Blanco was coaching Marconi 
and he was watching this warm-up 
game. Both Rasic and Blanco ap- 
proached me after the game and 
wanted to sign me. 

“Within two days Blacktown and 
Marconi had got in touch with Mel-

bourne Croatia and offered $9,000 for 
me. Remember, that I still was tied 
to Melbourne Croatia. 

“The terms of my loan to Sydney 
Croatia were that Sydney Croatia 
had to pay the additional $5,000 to 
buy me by January, 1981. They failed 
to do so and I decided to join Rasic at 
Blacktown. I was transferred to 
Blacktown for $9,000. 

“J chose Blacktown simply be- 
cause of Rasic. I reasoned that if I 
followed someone as successful as 
Rasic then I too may be successful. I 
always have regarded myself as a 
top player. I’ve always believed in 
my ability but the one area of my 
game which has worried me is my 
lack of consistency. I thought that 
Rasic would add the finishing 
touches to my game.” 

Things never really worked out for 
Culina at Blacktown. He received a 
bad groin injury after his PSL debut 
against Brisbane Lions and didn’t re- 
covered fully. 

“Tt played a few good games but 
the injury restricted me. We had

good players at Blacktown, make no 
mistake about that, but we didn’t 
have depth. It was obvious long 
before the season ended that we 
would be relegated. 

‘What bugged me most of all was 
the thought that a few people in Mel- 
bourne would be thinking that when I 
wasn’t in the team it was because I 
wasn’t good enough. That’s always 
stuck in my mind. I have to prove te 
a few people in Melbourne that I’m a 
good player. 

“My wife was very homesick at 
the end of the season. She was plead- 
ing with me to go back to Melbourne. 
It was a tough decision to make. Ka- 
petanovic just had been appointed 
coach of Marconi and he wanted to 
sign me. He told me that Mark Jan- 
kovies and I would be his main stri- 
kers. But my wife was getting impa- 
tient. We never really settled in 
Sydney so I decided to come back to 
Melbourne. 

“J wanted to return to Melbourne 
Croatia but the meeting I had with 
the committee was a farce. I don’t 
think they were really interested in 
signing me. Anyway, I believe that a 
player never should offer himself to 
a club. You downgrade yourself by 
doing that but I made an exception in 
Melbourne Croatia’s case only to 
have the club refuse me. 

“Then St Albans came into the 
hunt and agreed with Blacktown to 
sign me for $6,000. However, St 
Albans has to pay Blacktown $3,000 
this year if I move to another club. 
I’ve got a $6,000 maximum transfer 
fee clause in my present contract 
and I’m going to join another club 
next year, so St Albans will have to 
pay $3,000 to Blacktown out of the 
$6,000 it’s going to get for selling me. 
Rale Rasic is a brilliant negotiator. 

“J’ve had a great year but I miss 
the challenge and glamor of the 
higher leagues. I’m 25 years old and I 
honestly believe that I still can play 
for Australia. 

‘‘I’ye heard rumors that Juventus, 
Ajax, Makedonia and Croatia are 
interested in signing me but I’ve 
heard nothing concrete from any of 
these clubs. The strongest rumor 
concerns Croatia and deep down it is 
the club that I'd love to join.”
